World Championship 500cc MX Series: Round 2 





Lackey takes points 


lead with 3-1 victory

THOUARS, FRANCE, APR. 29 


American Brad Lackey jumped into the 
points lead in this year’s World Championship 
500cc MX Series when he took the overall win 
in the second round of the series at Thouars in 


southern France. 

Riding the Uni-Trak Kawa- 
saki, Lackey's third place and a 
win gave him the edge over 
young Frenchman Jean-Jacques Bruno 
(KTM), whose first race victory was 
the first French 500cc motocross GP 
win ever. 

British Champion Graham Noyce - 
still fresh from his overall win in 
Austria the previous Sunday - swept to 
a strong second in the first race, but a 
front tire puncture next time out 
dropped him from the lead and a good 
chance of another overall victory down 
to finish seventh. But the 16 points he 
gained means that he is still runnerup 
in the championship table with 40 
points to Lackey's 46. 

Noyce took the lead right at the 
start of the first race by craftily taking 
a wider line into the first bend than 
anyone else, and then pulled away 
from West German Fritz Kobele 
(Mai), Bruno — fastest man in 
practice — and Frenchman Jean-Paul 
Gomez (Mai). Lackey was fifth. 


Kobele shot into the lead briefly as 
Noyce swung out and slammed into a 
fence on the third lap. But the Briton 
remounted rapidly and retook the 
German one lap later. 

Lackey rapidly passed Gomez and 
battled with Bruno for third. Then 


Noyce stalled his motor, Kobele 
crashed out and Lackey took the 
lead...all in the space of a few seconds. 

Noyce dropped his clutch twice and 
restarted, then set off after Lackey, 
with Bruno hot on his heels. For the 
next two laps Lackey and Noyce swap- 
ped the lead in a real ding-dong dice 
as Bruno kept close on their tails. 

Then a tremendous roar from the 
25,000 strong crowd signaled that, 
staggeringly, Bruno had passed both 
men in one fell swoop. And the Fren- 
chman held onto his lead like grim 
death as the crowd cheered him on to 
his and France's first ever GP win. 

Noyce beat Lackey fair and square 
to second spot, and fourth place was 
taken by reigning World Champion 
Heikki Mikkola (Yam), still recovering 
from his serious knee injury, way, way 
down. 

The track, which was really muddy 
for the first leg, had dried out with 
warm sun for the start of the second 
race. The crowd revelled in the warm 
weather, but the different track con- 
ditions brought a heavy crop of retire- 
ments for the second race as the hard, 
stony surface punctured tire after tire. 

Noyce took the lead from the gate 
and built up a commanding lead over 
Bruno with his Belgian Honda team- 
mate Andre Malherbe third. 


But on the third lap, Noyce's front 
tire punctured, and as he struggled 
on, he slipped further and further 
down the i eld to finish a disappoin- 
ting seventh. 

Fourth at the start, Lackey rapidly 
overhauled the field to take the lead 
after six laps and built up a comman- 
ding advantage from Malherbe at the 
flag. 

New Dutch works Suzuki rider 
Gerard Rond came up from behind to 
take third in the closing stages of the 
race, but he had a puncture and lost 
his place to Mikkola and had to be 
content with fourth, one place ahead 
of Bruno, who was visibly tiring. 

Another man to suffer a puncture 
was multi-World Champion Belgian 
Roger DeCoster (Suz), who'd collected 
a sixth in the first race. He lost the air 
in his rear tire on the first lap and 
struggled on to just miss the points in 
11th place. 

Unlucky West German Herbert 
Schmitz (Mai) crashed out of the run- 
ning as he tried to take Noyce for 
seventh on the last lap. He had failed 
to finish the first race with mechanical 
problems. 

Briton Bob Wright (CCM) failed to 
finish either race; he had clutch 
trouble in the first race and another 
mechanical breakdown in the second.

World Championship 
250cc MX Series: 
Round 3 


England’s 
Hudson 
scores his 
first GP win; 
Pomeroy 10th 


BRA, ITALY, APR. 29 

Stylish and smooth, Britain’s 
Neil Hudson swept to overall 
victory aboard a Maico in the 
third round of the World 
Championship 250cc MX Series in 
Italy to strengthen his runnerup spot 
in the point standings. 

Hudson won the first race over the 
circuit at Bra, near Turin - his first- 
ever individual GP race win - and 
fourth place in the second race was 





good enough to given him the overall 
result. 

A large - 35,000 - crowd lined the 
circuit at Bra, which combines deep 
sand with muddy going, and they were 
rewarded with sun for the whole 
meeting. 

Russian works KTM rider Vladimir 
Kavinov took the start of the first race, 
with Hudson hard on his heels. The 
battle for the lead started right away 
and after five laps of persistent pres- 
sure, Husdon was through...to stay 
number one for the rest of the race. 
Kavinov followed the Briton home in 
second place with West German works 
Kawasaki Uni-Trak rider Rolf Dief- 
fenbach a lonely third. 

Current World Championship 
leader, Swede Hakan Carlqvist (Hus), 
started badly, then after a couple of 
laps he began to have gearbox troubles 
and dropped out of the running finally 
on the last lap. 

Reigning World Champion Russian 
Gennady Moiseev (KTM) also suffered 
from mechanical troubles, and after a 
poor start he retired. 

Hudson stormed into the lead from 
the start of the second lap and stayed 
up there for nine glorious laps. Second 
on the first lap was West German giant 
Hans Maisch (Mai) from Moiseev and 





Briton Vaughan Semmens (Mai), still 
exhilarated from his seventh place in 
the first race, was fourth. 

But down in llth place Carlqvist 
was getting himself organized after 
another poor start and zipped right up 
to fourth on lap six. The Swede soon 
challenged Maisch, who'd been over- 
hauled by Moiseev, and on the tenth 
lap - the halfway stage - he swooped 
past everyone to take the lead and win 
comfortably. 

Kavinov started badly, but pulled 
himself up into third ahead of Hudson 
on the penultimate lap, and at the flag 
it was Moiseev second ahead of 
Kavinov, with Hudson fourth. 

Semmens came in tenth to end the 
day with five points in ninth spot cai 
all.

But the next morning 
Dale's desire to get to Ontario won out 
and we scheduled the Grand Canyon 
excursion for our return trip, It didn’t 
matter that we'd be in Ontario two 
days before sign-up. All Dale was 
thinking about was the race. 

Getting to Ontario early was a 
mistake as the area was socked in with 
the worst smog we Easterners had ever 
seen. Dale was sick within a day of our 
arrival. Other than going out to the 
track to practice and race (he finished 
16th, top Junior in the 250cc Expert/ 
Junior race), Singleton never left our 
motel room. 

“Mangus, I’m dyin’. I know I’m 
dyin’. Take me home,” was his plea 
each night when I'd return to the room 
after the usual race time partying.

Sunday night of the Ontario week- 
end, Junior rider #44 was not only sick 
from the smog or whatever, but also 
one thoroughly road-rashed young 
man. Swathed in blood oozing ban- 
dages, he stayed in the room while his 
sponsor, Taylor White, and I partied. 

The ride back to Georgia was low- 
key. Very low-key. “I know I'm a win- 
ner. But damn, I can’t believe every- 
thing that's happened to rne this year. 
Run out of gas at Daytona. Jump off 
while winning Ontario. And Next year 
I have to race with Roberts and Nixon 
and...” 

Dale didn’t smile until we reached 
the Chattanooga area, an hour or so 
from his house. “Damn, we're home, 
Mangus. Look at all the green trees. 
Look at the sky. I don’t care how the 
hell they do it in California,” a now 
smiling Singleton yelled. It had taken 
two days of non-stop cross country 
driving to erase the previous week's 
illness and racing misfortune. 

But Dale's smile was wiped off his 
face the moment he walked into his 
family's place of business, a com- 
bination pool room, pinball arcade 
and snack counter. C.E. Singleton, 
Dale's dad, looked up at Dale when we 
entered Dale's Rec and in a slow, 
methodical north Georgia drawl, said, 
“What in the hell did you think you 
were doing at Ontario? You flat threw 
the race away. You gave it to Aksland. 
Boy, you're dumb. Plain dumb.” 

What Dale had expected to be a 
warm welcome-home greeting had 
turned into a severe chastising by his 
father, who had started Dale in racing 
when the family business was a Suzuki 
dealership trading as Dalton Marine. 

I tried to intervene and tell C.E. 
that what happened was just one of 
those things that occur in racing. 
“This is between him and me, 
Mangus. He’s dumb. He gave the race 
to Aksland. All I read about is Skip 
Aksland. Damn, I don’t know what to 
do with Dale,” said the elder Single- 
ton. 

Singleton stomped out of the place 
and never before or since had I or have 
I seen fire in his eyes like that 
moment. “Damn. He expects so much 
from me. But he never backs off 
for one minute. I know he's trying 
to push me and help me, but - damn - 
does he have to do it that way. Damn. 
Damn,” Dale yelled while beating on 
the doghouse of his van as he drove 
home. 

True to form, Dale bounced back 
up in spirits immediately and gathered 
his thoughts through the winter. “I 
knew my first Expert year was not 
going to be a piece of cake. I was using 
the same TZ I had used all through my 
Junior year. Everyone else had one of 
the new Monoshock TZ's. I finished 
most of the races and in addition to 
the Nationals, I ran quite a few club 
races. Looking back at it, '76 was a 
year chalked up to gaining experien- 
ce”. 

If "76 was a year spent gaining ex- 
perience, for Dale Singleton ’77 was a 
year in which he began to put that ex- 
perience to work. Taylor White 





provided a new TZ and Dale started to 
run with the “fast guys.” His best finish 
was logged at California’s Sears Point 
National - a third. When the lengthy 
season drew to a close, only Kenny 
Roberts, Skip Aksland and Gene 
Romero headed the pride and joy of 
Dalton, Georgia, in the road race 
point standings. 


The winter lull he had enjoyed in ' 


the past was no longer there. Instead, 
Singleton was called upon to test both 


restrictor plates (a move by the AMA , 


to reduce the tire melting power of the 
750 road racers) and tires. Dale im- 
pressed all in the test sessions at Day- 
tona International Speedway as he 
consistently turned in the fastest lap 
times and logged the highest top end 
speed figures. 

“I don’t want to name names, but I 
kept hearing about all these genius 
mechanics. Yet there I was, building 
my engines in Dalton that were faster 
than those built by the famous 
mechanics. As much as I love riding a 
TZ, I'm still almost as proud of the fact 
that I build my own engines. Hell, I 
don’t really want anybody but me 
building engines. When I first started 
racing for Taylor, his partner Norm 
Farris (Norm’s Motorcycle World, 
Dundalk, Maryland) wanted me to let 
them keep the bikes up in Maryland 
and then bring them to the races for 
me to ride. I put my foot down and 
said, ‘No way!” 

If 1977 was a year in which Single- 
ton gained experience, and 1978 was a 
year in which he put that experience to 
work, last year - 1978 - was the year he 
really put it all together. While it’s 
fresh in the minds of all who follow 
American road racing, a brief recap of 
that year shows a front row starting 
position at Daytona which was negated 
by a pinched gas tank breather tube 
and then a late-race crash. A trip to 
England and Europe following 
Daytona produced a mixed bag of 
results. As usual, practice sessions ‘on 
the short British circuits had Dale 
“looking for which way to go” during 
the Anglo-American Match Races. His 
first races at Italy’s Imola and France’s 
Paul Ricard circuits were frustrating 
events with only a third fastest qualify- 
ing time at the Paul Ricard standing 
out in either race. 

April saw the scheduled National at 
Sears Point rained out and re- 
scheduled for July. 


The first of two Nationals at 
Loudon, New Hampshire’s. Bryar 
Motorsports Park saw Singleton pro- 
duce fireworks both on and off the 
track. In a five lap qualifying heat, 
Singleton bulled his way past New 
Englander Mike Baldwin on the third 
lap to take the lead only to lose it when 
“the front tire just washed out on me.” 
Rushing the more than soiled TZ back 
to the pits, Dale’s crew, assisted by 
more than a few racing fraternity 
friends, attacked the bike and had it 
ready when the National was called to 
the grid. Dale turned in a solid fifth 
place finish after having started the 
race from the eighth and last row. It 
was his nemesis, Skip Aksland, who 
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won the race and then paid Dale one 
helluva tribute. “It would have been a 
different race if Dale had started up 
front,” said Aksland in a post-race in- 
terview. 

The July running of the Sears Point 
National saw Dale join winner Mike 
Baldwin and veteran Gene Romero in 
winner's circle via a third place per- 
formance. “I found out that day why 
you kept telling me about Romero,” 
Dale told me after Sears Point. “I 
knew he was good, but I thought I 
could really blow him away. The old 
guy gets the gas on.” 

Singleton got another chance to 
look at Romero's back in the August 
running of the Pocono National. With 
Mike Baldwin again running all by 
himself out front, Romero and 
Singleton hooked up into an out- 
brake/out-steam race that lasted until 
the latter half of the last lap. On that 
last lap, Singleton pulled out a ten 
bike length lead over Burrito through 
the infield and apparently had a run- 
nerup finish in his hip pocket. After 
the race he said, "Don't ever tell any- 
body this - you promise?” We did - so 
much for our word. “But when I came 
out of the chicane with only the rest of 
the oval to go to the flag, I glanced 
back over my shoulder and saw a hay- 
bale explode. I thought it was Romero 
and I knew I was home free. But 
damn, if he didn’t come draftin’ by 
me. Morehead had me a bit boxed in, 
but - well, that Romero's something 
else.” Romero explained’ whatever it 
was he did to escape Singleton’s back- 
ward glance by grinning and quietly 
saying, “I cheat a little.” 

September 3 of 1978 will always be 
remembered by Singleton as “the day I 
got to pop the champagne first at a 
Grand National Championship race.” 
He popped that bottle at the second 
Loudon of the year following a heated 
race with Mike Baldwin. The victory 
whoops and hog calls from the Dale 
Singleton/Taylor White camp 
reached a feverish pitch. Sponsor 
Taylor White recalls, “You know, I 
think the first one is in many ways the 
best one. Racing is a long, long string 


of variables. Everything has to go just 
right for you to come up a winner. The 
one thing Dale always had and has 
going for him is the fact that he thinks 
positive. No matter what happens to 
him, he bounces right back and starts 
thinking about the next race. He re- 
hashes everything he did wrong and 
details it away, both in his mind and in 
a notebook. I've never gotten mad at 
him no matter what happens. TIl sit 
down and in a light-hearted way coun- 
cil him about what I think he’s done 
wrong, but I've never felt I needed to 
criticize him. He's always known why 
something happened. But Loudon - 
well, I'll never forget it.” 

The Loudon victory ended the AMA 
National road race season and the 
record books list Dale Singleton in 
second, behind Mike Baldwin, in the 
point standings for the U.S. National 
Road Racing Championship. 

One more major race produced a 
downer ending for the season. The 
race was the Formula 750 World 
Championship meeting at Laguna Seca 
in northern California. It was a race 
Dale never saw. He jumped off hard 
in practice and thanks to a concussion, 
spent the weekend in a hospital in 
Monterey. Always anxious to get 
home, Dale - against doctor's orders - 
checked himself out of the medical 
facility on Sunday evening. “I told 
them I could lay around back in 
Dalton and be a lot happier than 
laying around in a hospital in Califor- 
nia,” Dale said later. He actually 
recalls little of the two days following 
his get-off. "I remember some people 
visiting me there, but then I don't 
remember other people who came to 
visit me.” 

One person who didn’t have to 
“visit” Dale during that short hospital 
stay is one of a small group of people 
who Dale always mentions when he's 
discussing people who have always 
backed him. Gary Satterfield, the 
Dalton, Georgia Kawasaki dealer vir- 
tually stayed with Dale the entire two 
days. “Gary's shop has always been 
open to me. He's always had that 
quart of oil I needed and a word of en- 


couragement,” said Dale during a win- 
ter bench racing session. “Aside from 
Taylor and Gary, there’s Johnny Mc- 
Mullen who has done any and all 
welding I've needed over the years. 
Just like Gary, Johnny's always willing 
to open up his shop at wierd hours and 
do whatever has to be done. There's 
also guys who helped me get where I 
am by hard work and being real frien- 
ds. Hell, Ricky Hill did so much for 
me when I was just getting rolling. 
And I've just hired a guy I know is 
going to be great - Stuart Toomey. 
He's working on a trick set of pipes for 
my TZ that should give us a horse- 
power boost. There's Larry Langford, 
who's always the happiest guy in 
Dalton when I do good. They're the 
kind of friends that don't seem to need 
their name mentioned to know what I 
owe them. Hell, you can't do it alone. 
If you think you can, you're a damn 
fool." : 

During the winter of 1978-1979, 
Dale put together quite an impressive 
portfolio. He mailed it to nearly two- 
dozen large corporations in hopes of 
obtaining big-buck sponsorship. All 
were impressed, but all said, “Sorry, 
not at this time.” 

“I spent a lot of hours and over 
$1,000 putting together that portfolio. 
I learned quite a bit about what big 
companies are looking for'in the way 
of sponsoring athletes. I got a letter 
back from one executive in which he 
said it was one of the most impressive 
packages he'd ever seen. I might not 
have connected with an airline or 
whatever, but I think I let quite a few 
big companies know that somebody in 
motorcycle racing was going about 
things in a professional manner,” said 
Singleton in a pre-Daytona '79 conver- 
sation. 

With the Taylor White banner still 
flying highest on the Singleton flag 
pole, the combo arrived at Daytona 
for the 38th running of the Daytona 
200. 

Taylor White ran down some of the 
costs of preparing a competitive bike 
and assembling a capable crew for the 
world’s biggest motorcycle race. “We 





spent $5,000 before we even left for, 
Daytona. And that's not counting the, 
$10,000 for the bike. Few people 
realize what it takes to go racing first 
class. Hundreds of dollars for this, 
hundreds of dollars for that. Paint the 
fairing, rent a Daytona garage, build, 
bike stands, exhaust systems, install. 
quick fill things on the gas tank. The. 
list goes on and on. But if you want to, 
be a winner you have to go first class.» 

What Singleton did at Daytona '79 
is history. While his mascot, Elmer, 
The Pig, got all the pre-race publicity, 
with the exception of Dale's pole wine. 
ning qualifying lap, and quite a bit of: 
the post-race publicity - Daytona "79, 
has Edwin Dale Singleton stamped on, 
it. i 
Shortly after winning Daytona, Dale 
stopped by our offices just prior to; 
winging his way to Europe for weeks of 
racing. He answered our question as to 
whether or not he was still on cloud” 
nine by saying, "Cloud nine. Hell, I'm 
up to cloud eleven and still climbing: 

Publisher Sharon Clayton and I 
have had a long running “feud” over 
Dale's right to have a cover story in 
Cycle News. Even though she and Dale 
are friends, she has in the past - as 
recently as a January editorial meeting 
- questioned why Dale deserved a cover 
story. “I know he’s won a National 
(Loudon ’78) and, yes, I know he was 
on the front row at Daytona last year 
and finished second in road race poin- 
ts. But just because the two of you are 
friends and the two of you live in 
Georgia - well, he'll have to do some- 
thing bigger,” said the lady publisher? 

Following the Daytona 200, lady 
publisher and I accidently bumped in= 
to Dale as he came down from the 
Daytona press room where he had told 
the press "what it's really like out 
there.” The grandstand ramps were 
empty and we all went through the 
back slapping, handshaking, and 
hugging that follows something like a 
victory at Daytona. “Well, Sharon,” 
drawled Dale, “do I get my story; 
now?” "You're damn right you do;

That exact same thing happened 
Wednesday night at San Bernardino 
when Christian tapped, bumped, 
pushed, tagged, overslid, crashed, or 
due to “his riding style” or anything 
else the official wished to call it, nazłed 
Faas, driving Lance King and Faas into 
the crash wall. That time Christian 
ended up in the winner’s circle, even 
though the rules say that if any rider, 
while overtaking a slower rider, causes 
him to lose control, he will be scored as 
finishing last. 

This time at Costa Mesa Lance was 
far enough out in front that he did not 
get caught up in the crash and 
Chrristian ended up on his butt. 

Don’t get me wrong — Alan 
Christian, without a doubt, is one of 
the top three riders in American 
speedway today and a long-time 
friend, but rules are rules. 

Back on the lighter side, if you think 
Lance King was happy with his first 
major win, you should have seen the 
look on his father’s face and, even 
more, the pride of the guy who taught 
him everything and was his first 
sponsor on a minibike — the guy who 
ran second to Lance in that Handicap 
Main Event, Mike Bast. 

The final event was only fitting. 
Teacher and superstar, Mike Bast won 
the Scratch’ Main Event, This put 
Mike at the 50% level. There have 
been 10 Scratch Main Events total, 
and five have gone to Mike. ©

1200 ride CRC 
Dunestown

* VALENCIA, CA, MAY 6 

Cycle parks are the few places 
left within California where 
Grand Prix even faintly remines- 
cent of the Classics like Catalina 
and Elsinore can still be held. This 
race, the California Racing Club 
Dunestown GP, created so many good 
feelings that almost everyone 
associated with it came away with a 
motorcycle high. 

A desert-style start gave way 
immediately to the Shadow Glen MX 
course which ended with a tour of the 
Baa Baa Black Sheep set. Continuing 
the WWII image, the course crossed 
the river by way of a recently- 
constructed (the day before the race) 
bridge which looked as if it had been 
bombed. Three feet wide, of flexible 
plywood, with whoop-de-doos (on a 
bridge?). CRC will go through any 
lengths for your entertainment. The 
desert riders were next to be favored as 
the course turned up into the hills 
south of the Santa Clarita river. A few 
up- and down-hills later, it was back 
to the turns and the sand and the 
Yamaha Super Ramp Jump back over 
the river. Of course, you could elect to 
take the “Candy-Ass” bridge instead, 
but no one would do that as long as 
they had the opportunity to crash their 
brains out in front of 500 people. A 
little ziggin’, a little zaggin’, and a lot 
of spectator dodging led you to the 
International MX course and the 
scoring booth. Seven miles down and 
you only have three more laps to go! 

I did see the second race, the Old 
Fogies Benefit. This was the only race 
of the day to have a live engine start. 
That's reasonable. Most of those 
codgers don’t have the energy to start 
their bikes twice on the same day! 
Before anyone of them threatens to 
burn a worn Metzeler on my front 
lawn, let me hasten to add that I 
qualify, at least in longevity, for 
membership. I certainly couldn’t stay 
up with most of them in a race. And 
from what I saw, most of them 
couldn't keep up with Lanky Larry 
. Schumaker. He literally ran away with 
this race as he usually does. The Over 
The Hill Gang keeps their own GP 
scores, so I don’t have any more than 
that to offer. 


Race three was the Wild and Crazy 
Bunch, the Open Beginners and 
Novices. Fred Edwards took advantage 
of a good start to lead the first lap and 
felt good enough about his lead over 
Ed Walters to experiment with the 
ramp. Scott Smith was next, riding 
what seemed to be a stock TT, 
complete with lights and tool bag. By 
the second lap, Smith had gotten by 
Edwards and Walters but Bob Brazier 
had caught fire and moved up from 
back in the pack to pass Smith and 
lead the rest of the race. Or so I 
thought. When I got the unofficial 
results, I found Doug Kribell ahead of 
Brazier and Smith. All I can say is, 
“Hold all bets for a house decision.” 
This was a really hot event. Abe 
Bequer got so hot he decided to cool 
off by motoring right off the bridge 
and floating down the river. Without 
the help of some skin-diving 
spectators, he probabły would have 
wound up in the Channel Islands by 
Tuesday. Even so, he was able to get 
back in the race. More than one rider 
rode the Revolution after not quite 
making the ramp jump and one got up 


from the sand to find his bike locked in 
a self-destruct mode. Ever try to stop a 
5.00X18 knobby turning at 2000 RPM 
with your boot? Wears 'em out fast! 

The Ramp Jump definitely was the 
faster line across the river, if you 
survived the landing. The Veterans 
class, race six, was a good example of 
that. On the first two laps, Rocky 
Hush led the race to the crossing, but 
Lon Peterson consistently and 
beautifully took the ramp every time 
and saved at least three seconds right 
there. That helped the difference; by 
lap three, Peterson was leading by a 
long way over Dennis King who was 
fighting an occasional battle with Ken 
Ratzloff. That seems to be the way it 
finished. 

In the 200cc Beginner and Novice 
event, the real contest was for second 
place because first was Peter Poster's 
from the first kick. By the second lap, 
Larry Peacock was in command of 
second and Bruce Parker was just 


slightly behind for third. That's 


overall. Since Poster was in a different 
bike class, Peacock and Parker also got 
a first and a second. Aren't Gran Prix 
wonderful? 

The final event was the team race. 
This one is almost impossible to work 
out since most entries didn’t even sign 
up until late in the afternoon. The #67 
team led the first lap but, on the 
second, the Darrell Anderson and A.J. 
Whiting team (I don’t know who was 
riding at the time) executed a 
beautiful maneuver by taking the 
ramp and laying the bike into the 
corner just a hair ahead of the #67 
bike. From that point on, it was 
entirely their race.

Balentine wins 
long Prospectors 
H&H

JOHANNESBURG, CA, APR. 29 
The Prospectors M.C. point to 
point hare and hound was a most 
ambitious undertaking under 
normal circumstances; but to 
tackle the event under the existing 
conditions, with the gas situation 
being what it is, was courageous to say 
the least. 

The race was scheduled for a 9 a.m. 
start, but riders who had forgotten 
about the time change were still 
coming in at 9, so the club felt that the 


only way to handle the situation was to 
delay the start to 10. After fighting the 
lines at the gas stations it would have 
been the final straw for these riders to 
find that the race had already started. 

Bruce Ogilvie took the lead almost 
immediately but Bob Balentine, in 
one of his rare appearances at the 
desert races so far this year, was not far 
behind. 

Out onto the first loop a number of 
the racers got into trouble when 
barbed wire became entangled in their 
wheels. Among those who endoed were 
Greg Thomas and Paul Christensen. 

The first loop was the longest (45 
miles) leading east down the valley 
away from Hwy. 395 and then north 
until it once again swung east, crossing 
Trona Road north of Charlie’s Place. 
The trail was not an easy one, giving 
the one-looper Novice Trailbikes and 
Beginners a tough ride for their 
money, as it zig-zagged back and 
forth, up and down the mountains as 
it headed towards Gas One, which was 
only a few miles south of the start. 

Ogilvie kept the lead with Balentine 
continuing to push as they came into 
the first gas. Chuck Miller held the 
first 250cc spot, running third overall. 

Not far behind was the amazing 
Amateur Heavyweight Jeff Matthews, 
who had already won one race this 
year overall. 

Mark Zoller, a 250cc Expert, was 
the next to stop for gas followed very 
closely by three more 250s, Brian 
Wright, Rich Zagic and Mike Eckardt. 

Charlie Hamill, inspired by his ride 
the previous race, moved very well 
through the pits ninth overall, first 
“C” bike. Separating Hamill and the 
next “C” rider, charging Rick 
Schumaker, was heavyweight Bruce 
Jones. 

Morris Norman had a very 
respectable lead over the next Senior, 
veteran Art Knapp, who has been very 
scarce out here in the dez for the past 
year or so. 

First Trailbike was extremely 
consistent Cliff Thomas, running 24th 
overall, and now riding for Dick 
Allen's Yamaha of Newhall. 

SGVMC 250cc rider Mike Alderson, 
who is not a recognized threat, was 
riding pie plate this week as he had 
borrowed a 400 Yamaha from 
sidelined Jeff Fries for this race. Much 
to the excitement of his pit crew, he 
pulled in, leading his class. 

The first gas was also the finish line 
for the Beginners and Trail Novices. 
Beginner John Reed (250cc) was the 
first to take the checkered followed by 
#373c and Scott Henderson, also on a 
“C” bike. 

First Trail to finish was Bill Mattox. 
Emmons Brown earned the first Senior 
finisher classification. John Hylton was 
the first heavyweight to take the 
checkered. A total of 37 Beginners and 
Novice Trailbikes crossed the finish 
line at the first gas. 

Out on the second leg of the race 
things began to get very rocky, 
including a pass through the infamous 
Invader “Melon Patch.” 

This leg took its toll among the 
riders including Novice leader 
Alderson, who had gotten a rear flat. 
Since it was a borrowed bike he 
decided to drop out instead of taking a 
chance on tearing up the wheel, 
spokes, and hub. 

The last loop was supposed to end 
just outside California City, but 
because of the controversy with the 
city and with the major land owner, it 
was decided to shorten the leg to 25 
very fast miles and have it end back at 
second gas. 

Ogilvie headed out onto the last

loop still in the lead with Balentine 
still threatening behind him. These 
two had stretched a very impressive 
lead over the rest of the pack. 

Only about 100 yards onto the last 
loop, however, Ogilvie hit a rock 
which was hidden by the heavy spring 
growth. He hit the ground hard, 
injuring his shoulder. 

Balentine stopped and checked 
Bruce and then returned to home 
check to let them know that Bruce was 
down and would need help. Then he 
headed back out onto the trail for the 
final run to the checkered. 

Unknown to the majority of the 
members of the sponsoring club, the 
two couples manning the final check a 
few miles from the finish decided to 
give those tired riders something to 
think about, so...the gals donned 
only sandals and clip boards to take 
numbers! The guys wore boots, club 
jumpers, and a sock! No wonder the 
finishers all wore such funny grins as 
they took the checkered. 

Balentine, in spite of his return to 
gas two for help, maintained a five 
minute lead over the next rider who 
was that Junior speedster, Matthews. 
Matthews had also stretched out a lead 
of four and a half minutes over the 
number three finisher, Brian Wright, 
who seemed to be back in the old 
groove again, finishing first in his 
class. 

Consistent Hamill rode an 
extremely steady race, finishing fourth 
overall, first “C”. 

Ed Zarp had moved up from 12th 
overall at gas one to finish fifth 
overall, second Expert Heavyweight, 
while Zagic and Zoller finished closely 
behind in the sixth and seventh spots, 
second and third respectively in their 
class. 

“Doc” Norman stayed in there før 
the Senior win, finishing eighth 
overall. Greg Thomas (another 
Thomas sponsored by Dick Allen’s 
Yamaha of Newhall), survived his 
bout with the barb wire and finished 
ninth overall. 

Cliff Thomas became one of the 
drop outs, leaving the first Trail 
honors to Oren Beck, Jr. 

Oren's sister Trudy also was one of 
the casualties of the course, while 
gutsy little Kelly Kline survived to get 
first girl honors. Lorni Rebec was the 
only other gal to take the checkered. 

There were 103 survivors of the full 
three loops, bringing the total finishers 
to 140 out of the start of 240. © 
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Gary Scott took an ultra-exciting win at Ascot's National preview.

Keener won it, then came Poovey, 
Parker and Ted Boody. 

Next heat Tom Berry was in row 
three for being anxious, but the 
officials never make you get up against 
the wall behind everyone, and Tom 
picked his own clear shot off line 
three. They all left the line in a crowd, 
with the exception of Steve Morehead 
who apparently had difficulty finding 
a gear to put his Harley in. As they 
exited turn four the incredible thing 
happened...literally four abreast 
were Scott Pearson, Berry, Dennis 
Fitze and Gary Scott. They came out 
of it Berry, Fitze, Scott and Pearson. 
Both Scott and Pearson got by Fitze 
but Berry wasn’t about to be caught. 


Last heat Brad Hurst arrived in the 
south turn first but Eddie Lawson was 
right there to take over. Lawson 
proceeded to control the heat, leaving 
Hurst to hang onto second over John 
Wincewicz until John over-did turn 
one and slid out. Hurst then lost his 
second to Mickey Fay. 

At the start of the semi Ronnie Jones 
led Steve Morehead into the first turn, 
but Steve took over, followed by Boody 
who got by Jim Fitze when he went 
skating up to the wall. The red flag 
came out when Scott Drake and Lance 
Jones, on the American, tangled in 
turn one, leaving Jones in the nasty 
position of lying on the track knowing 
the rest of the pack was heading his 
way, and trying to crawl up the incline 
to the safety of the wall. He has five 
broken foot bones. 

Next time Out Morehead got the 
lead, then came Jones; but along came 
Mike Minnig who passed Jones and 
went after Morehead. Morehead went 
too high on the dry track, lost his 
drive, and away went Minnig with the 
lead. Steve finished with the second 
and Ronnie Jones became the last 
transfer to the main; Mike Butes, 
Buddy Robinson and Ted Boody were 
alternates. 

Starter Al Mintz wasn’t having a 


good night. One observer said, 
“tomorrow we get Bouncing Bob, well, 
that’s gotta be better than Al tonight.” 
His best (or worst) start of the evening 
was the Expert main when he tripped 
over the table, hit the green light clean 
and. fast with Gary Scott coming off 
the line the same way. But the rest 
were discombobulated, so out came 
the red flag and they had to try again. 
Next time Eddie Lawson got the drop 
on them, ahead of Poovey and Scott. 
Steve Morehead came skating in 
behind Scott and the fight was on. 
There must have been eight lead 
changes between Lawson, Scott and 
Morehead as they shuffled those lead 
three spots around in close proximity 
of each other. Lawson was finally 
forced to drop the pace a bit. A look at 
his rear tire afterwards told why; it 
had chunked out badly. Tom Berry 
and Corky Keener got by him but not 
without a fight. 

To watch Scott and Morehead you'd 
have thought it was the last race of the 
season with one point separating them 
from the National championship. 
Scott looked like a rocket at times, his 
chain was hitting the shock spring 
sending trails of brilliant spąrks back 
behind him. Finally, Morehead went 
deep into turn three on the last lap 


and passed Scott on the outside. This, 


didn't put him in the best position as 
they came out of four, with Gary down 
low and sheer momentum carrying 
him out, so he bumped him one and 
beat Morehead (Team Harley) to the 
checkered flag. 

Steve Monger had the early lead in 
the Junior main event, fighting off 
John Burnett and Rich Volk. Volk, 
who was coming on fast, took over the 
lead and successfully held off Monger's 
attempts to take it back. 

Bobby Garabedian sailed into the 
lead in the Novice main but got nailed 
in turn three and went down. Ben 
Zakarian took over the lead ahead of 
Rich Arnaiz who was holding off 
Dennis Camp. Coming up fast was 
Scott Podergois, the “veteran” Novice, 
and coming around for the finish flag 
Podergois suddenly found himself in 
third when Dennis Camp's engine let 


go.

Hansen, Haugh, 
Myerscough draw 
CRC Dunestown 
GP wins

VALENCIA, CA, MAY 6 

Three thousand dollars com- 
mands a lot of attention to a 
Professional motocross competi- 
tor, especially when it's between 


National MX rounds and the traveling 
funds are getting a little bit low. It also 
makes for a hell of an ending to the 
California Racing Club's Dr. Pepper/ 
Yamaha $20,000 four-race series. 
Dubbed the second annual Dunestown 
Grand Prix, the 10-mile race course 
wound through all parts of Indian 
Dunes, including the movie sets of Baa 
Baa Black Sheep, the incredible water 
jump, and both the International and 
Shadow Glen motocross tracks. A 
number of new bridges and water 
crossings were added since last year, 
and throughout the day the course 
was made extremely difficult by the 
dust. 

At the end of their 50-minute races, 
Simi Valley Yamaha's Dave Haugh, 
Can-Am's Donnie Hansen, and Team 
Suzuki's Brian Myerscough had taken 
their Professional class victories 
decisively. Haugh and Hansen battled 
in the combined 250cc Open race with 
Hansen taking the overall win and top 
250cc, while Haugh raked in first 
Open. Myerscough had to charge 
through the dust and come from way 
back to take the 125cc win on his 
works Suzuki. 

At 12:00 the combined 250cc/Open 
Amateur/Expert race shot down the 
long, dusty start straight and into the 
back sections of Indian Dunes, and 
Hansen had the holeshot on his 250cc 
Canadian rocket. The pack went out 
of sight for a full 10 minutes before 
flying over the water jump three 
quarters of their way through the first 
lap of the scheduled four circuits, and 
the first bike to hit the wooden ramp 
was the Maico of Dave Haugh. It took 


almost a minute before second-place 
Hansen came out of the gully and on 
to the jump, and after him was 
another long pause. Finally Open Pro 
Dale Lewis came around, then DG's 
Tim Locey at second 250cc, Tim 
Murphy on a Q&E CR250R, Can-Am 
mounted Craig Cole and teammate 
Nick Hale on 250s, then third Open 
Pro Brad McLeod, fourth Open Bill 
Hagen and fifth Open Thad Friday. 

Hansen closed on the gap on the 
second and third laps as the overall top 
10 switched to Haugh, Hansen, Cole, 
Locey, Lewis, Hale, Murphy, Cross- 
roads Suzuki's Brad Williams, 
Yamaha's Terry Clark, and Hagen for 
lap two. On the third lap it was 
Haugh, Hansen, Cole, Hale, 
Williams, Clark, Lewis, Darrel 
Anderson, who came from 16th on the 
first lap, Murphy and Friday on the 
third circuit. 

Fourth-lap action was all out for 
Hansen, and in the rough, dusty back 
sections he overtook Haugh and pulled 
away the last half of the lap to take the 
win. Haugh rolled in second overall as 
Cole apparently dropped out while 
running second 250cc. After a number 
of lapped riders came through the 
finish, the battle for third overall was 
among Anderson’s 250cc Yamaha, 
Clark's 400cc YZ, Hale's 250cc Can- 
Am and Gary Denton's LOP Yamaha, 
and at the flag the order was the same. 
Friday and Hagen were next across, 
second and third Opens, ahead of 
250cc riders Mike Easley, Pete 
Snorteland, Murphy, Williams and 
Paul Emerson. Open riders were the 
next finishers in the order of Lewis, 
Mike Shoemaker and McLeod. 

Three p.m. was the magic time for 
the combined 100, 125, 175cc 
Amateur/Expert race, and when the 
banner dropped the 125cc Pros were 
the first onto the dusty trail. Out front 
at the end of 100 yards were Kenny 
Zahrt's Suzuki and the unGodly fast 
CR 125cc rocket of Bobby Kline. 
Kline's Honda rarely misses the 
holeshot, and when the two bikes went 
at it side-by-side ahead of Locey, Gary | 
Denton’s LOP Yamaha, Jimmy 
Holley, and Paul Emerson, the Honda 
took over the point. By the end of the 
lap, however, Locey had outrageously 
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pulled away to over a minute's lead on 
Zahrt, Kline, Denton, Holley, 
Emerson, Myerscough, who had 
started back in 15th, 175cc Expert 
Donnie Morrison, A.J. Whiting, and 
DG's Willy Simons, who couldn't get 
his Yamaha started and got off dead 
last behind Al Baker’s FMF rider 
Johnny O'Mara. 

On the second lap Locey was still in 
command, but trailing in second was 
Myerscough, who flew up past Zahrt, 
Kline, and Denton, while Emerson, 
Holley, Whiting, Simons and O’Mara 
made up the top 10. Locey's lead was 
short-lived on the third lap, however, 
when Myerscough flew the Suzuki up 
to the Yamaha's rear fender, then 
shot by like a cannon in the 
backsection of the course. When the 
riders came into view for the third 
time it was Myerscough with a half-a- 
minute lead over Locey, and the 
remaining top 10 was tightening up 
for the last-lap charge. Denton and 
Holley dispatched Kline on the third 
lap, while Simons got by Whiting, and 
O'Mara was within striking distance of 
the 15-year-old. 

When the checkered flag came out 
nearly 15 minutes later, Myerscough 
was way out in front of Locey, and 
Holley had gotten around Zahrt for 
third. Fifth overall went right down to 
the wire among three riders — Kline, 
Denton and Simons. When the trio 
came out of the sand and onto the 
back straight of the International 
track, Denton shot out into fifth, then 
Kline found Simons and O'Mara right 
on each side of him. Kline's Honda 
out-powered both of the pursurers, 
and at the flag the order was the same. 
Paul Emerson and Gregg Toyama 
followed in to round out the top 10. 

All results of this story are 
unofficial, and they are subject to 
change when the California Racing 
Club mails out the official ones in a 
couple of weeks.

Around 200 riders came out to

One of the few times “smokin’ 
grass” is legal is when a moto-

By the third lap, Odle had joined 
another slow starter, Vanya “The Mad 
Russian” Samarin. Together, they 
worked by the switch-a-roo leaders, 
Chuck Russell, Mark MacFarland and 
Robert Pfetzing who were closely 
followed by Jerry Trimble, Stirling 
Hobson, Bill Holmes and Bill 
Whitener. Several of these riders held 
the lead at one point or another — but 
once Odle and Vanya moved out 
front, the pack’s tight battling was for 
third. 

Odle and Samarin continued to dice 
over the short, fast course for the 
remainder of the race. Although it was 
the quiet, soft-spoken Odle who first 
passed the checkered, his fast friend, 
riding for Oceanside Suzuki, was only 
a short distance behind. 

In the Novice class, 14-year-old 
Mark Heth got the holeshot and held a 
big lead over Kevin Case and Greg 
Smith until the ninth lap. At this 
point, Heth was literally down and out 
because of the unsportsman-like 
actions of an asinine rider. In the 
meantime, Case and Smith were 
holding the fans’ attention with their 
continual switching game.

Griewe wins on 
third Corona try

"Ive got a lot of work to do now 
because of you,” race director 
Ron Crandall was saying to the 
winner of Corona's 250cc Pro 





class. "Now I have to go out there with 
the ‘dozer and rearrange those 
stadium jumps so you can't go through 
them so fast.” 

“I don’t care” Don Griewe replied, 
“TIl just go through the new jumps 
even faster!” 

Crandall was joking about Griewe’s 
surprising ability to fly over a very 
difficult section of Corona’s night MX 
course much smoother than any other 
rider. Griewe used this ability coupled 
with a strong performance to take his 
very first Pro win Friday, a very 
impressive feat considering it was only 
his third try in that class. 

When they shot off the line for moto 
one, Griewe and his KX were on top 
with Jerry Raymer (Yam), John 
Greenway (Hon), Marty Miller and 
Danny Jean (Suz) following. Greenway 
passed Raymer on lap three and 
started closing on the leader and soon 
they were battling for the top spot. On 
the same lap, Miller dropped out of 
the race with a destroyed front wheel, 
letting Jean take over fourth place. 
Jean then inherited another spot when 
Raymer went down, but he had little 
chance of climbing any farther 
because Griewe and Greenway had 
developed a strong lead. It was the lap 
before the white flag came out that 
Greenway found an opening and took 
the lead for himself, leaving Griewe to 
follow in the remaining laps. Jean also 
fell back before the finish, giving third 
place to Mark Barnes (Yam). 

Round two saw Griewe grab the 
early lead again with Greenway on his 
tail once more. This time, however, 
Greenway fell early in the race and 
Raymer was the only rider left to do 
battle with the leader. Greenway only 
lost a couple of places when he went 
down, and it took him little time to 
work his way up to third. But the lead 
was strictly a two way affair now 
between Griewe and Raymer. They 
were pushing each other to the limits 
and the duel went the entire distance, 
but Griewe managed to hold out and 
he came across the line first to collect 
the cash. Greenway got second overall 
and Raymer was third. 

Greenway made a comeback in the 
125cc Pro class by taking the biggest 
chunk of the money home, but he had 
to fight Marty Miller and John Silva 
(Suz) every inch of the way. Miller led 
most of both motos, but it just wasn't 
his day and crashes knocked him out 
of the running both times. Silva 
remained upright to take two seconds 
behind Greenway. Keith Williamson 
(Suz), another rookie Pro, put in a 4-3 
ride for third.

Husky rider Goat Breker took 
home the day’s top money after 
a come from behind ride fol- 
lowed by a runaway victory gave 
him the 250cc Pro win. Breker had to 
defeat some top SoCal talent including 
Suzuki's Jeff Jennings and Jim 
Tarantino and Can-Am’s Rich 
Eierstedt. 

It was Tarantino out front as the 
pack completed lap one of the first 
moto with the Yamaha of Tim Lunde 
close behind. Jennings was third and 
Breker was way back in about ninth. 
While Jennings was putting the move 
on Lunde and Tarantino to take over 
the lead on lap six, Breker was fighting 
up through traffic. Breker passed rider 
after rider to move up with the leaders 
and put pressure on Lunde. It took 
several laps but Breker finally got 
around Lunde and then passed 
Tarantino with one lap to go to finish 
second behind Jennings. 

When the gate dropped on the 
second moto Breker jumped into the 
lead and began to motor away. Behind 
him quite a race for second was 
shaping up between Jennings, 
Tarantino and Rich Eierstedt. The 
three riders shuffled positions several 
times with Eierstedt finally coming out 
the winner. In the closing laps 
Eierstedt attempted to reel in Breker 
but the Norstar Husky rider was well 
in control of the race and took the 
checkers first followed by Eierstedt, 
Jennings and Tarantino. Breker was 
the overall winner ahead of Jennings 
and Tarantino finished third. 

Suzuki factory rider Danny LaPorte 
came out to battle in the Open Pro 
class and brought along a very trick 
looking piece of motocross machinery.

WASHOUGAL, WA, APR. 29 

A super good day of racing wea- 
ther prompted nearly 300 riders 
and a super fan turnout to wit- 
ness the Gresham Toyotoa MX 
Series premier run. 


Its always a big event for 
Washougal to open in the spring. 
Since the days of Dave Dimeo and 
Glen Gordon, who developed the 
park, up to the present time with new 
management, the Washougal opener 
heralds the start of the motocross 
season in the northwest. In past years 
the rains have often come and the 
opener’s been cancelled before it 
began. Not so this day; there was even 
some dust before the last moto of the 
day. 

To top off the joyful happening, 
competition was complimented by the 
appearance of Pat Jacobson, who is 
currently holding fifth place 
nationally in the 125cc class. Pat won 
the 125cc Pro class, as well as the 
250cc Pro class, but not without some 
heavy competition from the local 
riders. 

Nineteen 125cc Pro riders came to 
the line for their first moto. The Open 
Pros were combined with the 125’s, 
due to light entries in the Open class, 
and the heavyweights got a half lap 
start over the smaller bikes. 

Montey Mitchell (Gresham Suzuki), 
riding a Husky, got the Open class 
holeshot and steadily fought off pesky 
Eric Eaton (Mai). 


Pat Jacobson, Bellevue Suzuki, got 
the shot in the 125cc Pro class. Jimmy 
Anderson, Longview Suzuki, would 
have been formidable competition for 
Pat had he and Kevin Jansen (Kaw) 
not decided to tangle off the fast 
downhill half way through the first 
lap. Jansen is plenty fast and if this 
conflagration had not taken place the 
first moto probably would not have 
been as easy as it was for Pat. 
Jacobson, by the way, really put it to 
the Open class the first moto. He 
passed them all to take the flag. 

Mitchell, who sometimes rides with 
abandon, cut it a little fine off the first 
giant downhill and flew off the course. 
He got up, hurting, but still pulled off 
the Open win with a 2-1 day. Eric 
Eaton (Mai) came in second overall 
with Mark Kim (Mai) following in 
third. Dave Van Epps (Suz) followed 
Jacobson in the 125cc portion of the 


moto and Dave Didier (Moto-X Fox) 


completed a fine race for third. . 

The second combined moto was a 
different story with basically the same 
ending. Mitchell came off the line and 
rallied to the win, never to be passed 
by anyone; not even those pesky 125’s. 
He pulled it off despite still hurting 
from his first moto get-off. Doug 
Taylor, Enumclaw Suzuki, followed 
him with a near perfect ride. Taylor 
finished fourth overall for the day with 
a 7-2. 

When the hammer dropped on the 
125cc class, Dave Didier grabbed: the 
holeshot and showed some fine riding 
style. Jimmy Anderson made it 
through a pile-up on the second turn 
but Jacobson didn't. By the time Pat 
got through it and had gone half a lap 
he was in 11th position. By lap two he 


had made it up to fourth after passing _ 


some heavy metal. This is when the 
spectators started to get their payoff. 
The battle between Dave Van Epps, 


Dave Didier and Jim Anderson was 
monumental. It was not just a case of 
picking off riders anymore: It was a 
case of picking off Pros who know who 
to block when they have to, or how to 
dial it on to the max. Jacobson bided 
his time but kept the pressure on. One 
by one he slipped around them until 
he came up to Anderson. This was a 
different story. Jim wanted the money. 
He dialed it. It wasn't until the eighth 
lap that Pat was able to make his move 
for the lead; that was that. Van Epps 
picked off second overall with a 2-2 
day. 

Thirty-three of the top 250cc Pro 
riders in the northwest had signed up 
to ride the opener at Washougal. 
Jacobson took the overall but the story 
of the day in this class was Troy Folck 
(Moto-X Fox) riding a Honda. Troy 
had driven all night from Boise, 
Idaho, after winning a disputed 
second place at the Peaceful Cove 
spring opener. He suffered a poor start 
but by moto's end had made it to third 
behind Anderson and Jacobson. A 
bunch of individual battles raging in 
back in the 250cc class proved to be a 
slam bang affair. 

The second moto was a rim stitcher. 
Folck got the holeshot and pulled a 
gigantic lead out over the rest of the 
field. He was able to hold it for eight 
laps until Jacobson pulled around him 
to take over the lead. This may not 
have happened if Troy had been 
riding under normal conditions, that 
is, fully rested. Jacobson came from 
10th off the line and had to work hard 
to get to Folck’s rear knobby before he 
was able to get around the tired 
leader. Troy finished second for a 
second overall, while Anderson 
handled the third spot.

By the 
middle of the second lap it was a two 
man race with Wood and Wiggins out 
in front. But Wiggins was in overdrive 
and screaming. As the race entered 
the third lap he had taken the lead as 
Wood began to fade. Wiggins soon left 
everybody well off the pace and by the 
white flag held a 19-second lead over 
second place Wood. Randy Losh 
(Mai) was well off Wood's pace in 
third with Pat O’Donnell (Mai) fourth. 

The second moto belonged to Jim 
Lesniewski (Mai) from the first turn to 
the checkered flag. Lesniewski had an 
accident in the first moto and had 
settled with a ninth spot. This time 
around nobody could touch him. 
Wiggins settled into second place early 
and held the spot to the finish. Wood 
held third place for the first half of the 
moto but gave up the position to Losh 
at the halfway mark. At the finish it 
was Lesniewski, Wiggins, Losh and 
Jim Inglebright (Mai). Wiggins, with 
his 2-1 finishes, took the overall prize. 

The 125cc Experts were up next. 
Dana Waxham rocketed his Gene's 
Automotive Suzuki into the holeshot 
and immediately put eight seconds of 
real estate between himself and Moto- 
X Fox-sponsored Donnie Cantaloupi 
(Yam). Don Ferraro was hot on 
Donnie’s exhaust pipe in third. Dan 
Turner (Kaw) followed. It looked like 
Waxham would run away with the 
race. Then, suddenly, in the third lap, 
his engine seized and forced him to the 
sidelines. Cantaloupi, on his practice 
bike, assumed the lead but 
immediately was confronted with a 
familiar foe, Dan Turner.

Jim Lesniewski came out on top in 
250cc Expert action. After an early 
lead by Dean Wiggins in the first 
moto, Lesniewski moved ahead and set 
sail for the checkers. Wiggins was 
Lesniewski's only threat as the 


remaining 24 riders were well back. 
Lesniewski didn’t have an easy ride, 
though, as Wiggins pestered him for 
most of the second half of the race, 
trailing by not more than a second 
throughout. At the finish line it was 
Lesniewski, Wiggins, Brian Jodry 
(Mai) and Ferraro. 

Round two it was Lesniewski and 
Jodry up front. Lesniewski holeshot 
the moto and for four laps his only 
threat was Pat Wilson (Hon). But 
Wilson faded and Jodry moved up 
from third to second. Ferraro was tight 
on Jodry's tail and Randy Losh wasn't 
far behind in fourth. Lesniewski held 
on to the end and Jodry followed a 
couple of seconds later for second. 

But perhaps the most exciting 
racing of the day came from the 125cc 
Juniors. After taking a comfortable 
win in the first moto, Jim Cunningham 
(Hon) didn't appear a favorite for the 
overall trophy after a last place start in 
the second moto (he tangled with the 
starting gate). But he wasted no time 
in playing catch up and by the fifth 
lap had moved to third place, right 
behind Jim Cressa (Hon) and leader 
Rick McManning (Suz). Cunningham 
tried a gutsy pass by Cressa that took 
them both to the ground. It looked 
like McManning would capitalize on 
their demise and win easily. But both 
Cressa and Cunningham were up 
instantly. Cunningham challenged 
Cressa again during the last lap. This 
time he won and moved into second 
place only a couple seconds behind 
McManning. The crowd anxiously 
waited as the duo moved into the 
tracks hidden backstretch. They re- 
appeared with McManning just barely 
holding off Cunningham. Twenty 
yards from the finish line McManning 
lost control of his bike and 
Cunningham slid in for the win and 
the overall victory for the day. 

In other action, Dick Mann (Suz) 
easily put away the Old Timer and 
Vets class. King Peters (Mai) had to 
fight off Scott Rice (Yam) to pin down 
the win in the Open Junior class. 

In the women's division, Vickie 
DeVaughn (Suz) had little problem 
nailing down the overall win in that 
class.

The track was changed from last 
year’s event, giving spectators an 
improved view of the action. The 
public address announcers kept the 
spectators and medical team well 
informed throughout the day. 

Two 10-minute qualifiers. and one 
semi was run in the 125 and 250cc 
Expert classes. 

Boise’s Kenny Gallegos impressively 
won the first 125cc qualifier over 
Larry Rebich, Derrick Personette and 
Washington’s Ken New. The second 
qualifier was similar with local Loren 
Shockey leaving Washington riders 
Gary Kuest, Brett Trembley and Ross 
Learn fighting for second and Utah 
riders Michael O’Driscoll and Eldon 
Copier filling out the top six places.

A three way 
battle for first ensued between 
Collingham, Kaufman and Ken New. 
“Bo” McCutchen was holding on to 
fourth as Jeff Cropper and Troy Folck 
were moving through the pack. 
Kaufman took the lead from 
Collingham, then New moved into 
first leaving Collingham to fend off 
Cropper. At the flag, it was New, 
Kaufman, Cropper, Collingham and 
McCutchen. 

Washington's Rick Benek got the 
holeshot in the last 250cc qualifier 
ahead of Pete Schwartz, John 
Archuelata and Ross Learn.

Kuest and 
Warren Hickman came from behind 
to cinch third and fourth. 

Jason Hawks (All Season Sport of 
Boise) took the lead from Gary 
Randall on the first lap of the 125cc 
semi and held it to the end. Chip 
Young (Mt. Motor Sport) held off 
Randall during the first-half of the 
race and Jody Becker the last half. 

Tom Fitzgerald led all but the last 
two laps of the 250cc semi when Troy 
Folck (Moto-X Fox) passed him on the 
steep 300-foot long sand hill, Pete 
Schwartz was third and Jim Wiant 
fourth.

OMRRA is off and 
rashing at Portland 
Int’l. Raceway

PORTLAND, OR, APR. 29 
Oregon Motorcycle Road Racing 














Association opened its ambitious 
1979 program under (thankfully) 
sunny skies. Their fine contin- 
gency awards and financial incentives 
to first-time riders introduced about 
20 Novices to the mysteries of road 
rashing. Last summer the 1.9 mile 
track was resurfaced, then suffered 
some damage from the precipitate 
pounding of sports cars. But after 
some patchwork, it’s once again a safe 
and enjoyable track. 

Yamaha swept the popular 410cc 
Production class despite challenges 
from Honda 4's and Gus Denzler's 
stubborn Honda Hawk. In the first 10 
lapper, Keith Pinkstaff's RD-350 
surged ahead to the flag, with Chris 
Michak's RD-350 just behind. In heat 
two it seemed a holeshot might decide 
the outcome for them. Quite a battle 
followed, but the crowd was quite 
disappointed when Michak pulled into 
the pits with a partial seizure. Dean 
Peterson and Rocky Phoenix rode 
strongly, as usual. Dean beat Rocky in 
the first race, but Rocky aced him 
later to take second overall on the basis 
of second finish results. 

About 25 bikes ran together in the 
combined 550cc, 750cc and Open 
Production events. The GS 1000 of 
Bob Loose led Keith Pinkstaff s Suzuki 
early in both heats. But aided by his 
superior Michelin PZ-2's, Keith 
grabbed victory both times. In back of 
Loose, Tom Young's 1000 BMW took 
third overall. 

Brian Sutton surprised some with 
his overall 750cc Production win on a 
Yamaha triple. And when formerly 
seeded-third, Claud Hislop, 
challenged the second place of Mike 
Mayes’ nearly identical Honda 750-F 
(because of the non- D.O.T. Michelin 
M-48 rear tire), he assumed second 
overall. In this way Claude 
Hammond’s Triumph triple took 
third. 

Frank Forster won 550cc Production 
on his BSA while two other 550cc 
racers had minor spills resulting from 
oil.on the track. A 750cc Suzuki had 
nipped a footpeg on the inside curb of 
turn three, gone into a wobble, and 
crashed, breaking a timing cover. 

Once the track was clean, Jim Dunn 
thrashed a field of mostly TZ-250's 
and cafe bikes in Open GP. 

There was a healthy race for money 
in 250cc GP. Bob Loose led and won 
both heats, although he was seriously 
challenged by Chris Robinson in the 
first. Jim Dunn's old R5-TZ-250 blew 
up early on, leaving more room for 
Dan Thorsen and Canadian Alan 
Seddon. Steve Schaeffer seems happier 
since he sold his prototype Kawasaki 
KR-250 — he bagged a solid fifth 
overall on his reliable Yamaha. 

600cc Cafe left spectators shaking 
their heads. Californian Mike 
Theroux almost lapped the field on 
what looked like an SR-500 Yamaha. 
Considering that he beat an RD-350 
with TZ porting, and the totally cafe'd 
Gallagher-Gregg's Greenlake KH-400, 
Theroux should have won the day's 
“most enigmatic racer” award. 

The Oregonians have an unusual 
850cc Cafe class. It seems this was 
intended to entice more European 
cycles into racing, but has ended in 
controversy. There was some rumbling 
at the trophy presentation when Pat 
Marinacci's Honda led more Japanese 
multi’s in winning the class. Some 
members want to limit the class. to 
European brands. Others want to add 
another class, including all makes of 
vintage road racers. In any event, 
Portland welcomes input and 
participation in their racing 
programs.

SACRAMENTO, CA, APR. 27 
Friday night stadium motocross 
is back in full swing at Sacra- 
mento Raceway. In the third 
weekend of action it was Dave 
Woods and Dana Waxham dominat- 
ing the Professional classes. 

The evening’s program kicks off 
each week with all three Pro classes off 
the line first. This evening it was the 
125s, followed by a 250cc/Open 
combination race.

The 250cc/Open Pro moto was 
next. Five 250s and two Open riders 
were entered. Dave Wood (Yam) 
didn't give anybody else a chance as he 
led from holeshot to the finish line in 
both motos. Raymond Spore, Jr. 
(Yam) followed Wood in a distant 
second for most of the first moto, until

and by the white flag the position was 
up for grabs. Minor got by and once 
again finished second with Spore 
third. 

Phil Rose took the overall victory in 
the 100cc Novice class. Bob Beintker 
(Yam) gave the Suzuki rider some 
healthy competition in both motos. In 
the second, Beintker led for most of 
the moto. Rose had led early in the 
race but stalled his engine and moved 
back to second place, several seconds 
behind the leader. But by the last lap 
Rose had regained his first place 
position and he held on and took the 
checkered flag. 

In. Mini Novice action, Eric 
Cavaliere rode to the overall victory 
in the 17-rider field. Bobby Moore, 
riding as the only Intermediate, 
finished first in the first moto with 
Cavaliere second. In the second round 
it was Cavaliere turning the tables on 
Moore as he moved to a sizeable lead 
by the race’s midway point and held it 
to the finish. 

Daniel Cole (Yam) took an easy win 
in the Veterans’ class. Jim Barcus 
holeshot the first moto but moments 
later Cole charged by on his way to the 
win in the 12-rider field. Barcus held 
for second. Dave Hjerpe holeshot the 
second round with Cole following in 
third. Three laps later Cole was back 
in front. He stayed there to the 
checkers with Tom Knight following 
him in for second.

Rain hits Timber 
Mountain 100

JACKSONVILLE, OR, APR. 22 

This reporter doesn’t get many 
opportunities to ride events. I’m 
usually working with the Cascade 
M.C. to put on an event. When I 


do ride, someone else usually writes up 
a story. The Timber Mountain 100 
does not draw the Pentons or Burleson 
or Dick Mann and for that reason does 
not draw reporters. I rode this event 
two years ago, had fun and decided to 
ride it again. Enduro riders or ISDT 
types would love this event. This year 
the terrain brought back memories of 
“Bad Rock.” Medford and Pendleton 
are in extreme opposite corners of the 
state, but have many similarities. “Bad 
Rock” started in a small town near 
Pendleton named Weston, a very old 
historic town. The Timer Mountain 
100 starts very close to the historic 
restored town of Jacksonville. The big 
difference was that there are no pea 
fields around Medford. 

Myself, a racer friend, and our wives 
arrived in Jacksonville Saturday morn- 





ing and checked into the Jacksonville 
lun. This building was built in 1863 
and has been restored and turned into 
a fine restaurant with a few rooms for 


rent upstairs. Jacksonville is a 
charming town. Most of the buildings 
have been restored, along with many 
houses. Anyone from northern 
California or anywhere in Oregon 
should make this event sometime. 
Bring the wives and girlfriends. They 
would love Jacksonville. 

Saturday the weather was beautiful. 
The course was beautiful. Tacky, but 
not muddy. That night, after a 
fabulous dinner at the Jacksonville 
Inn, it rained. And it rained some 
more. By morning Denny and I 
contemplated whether we wanted to 
ride in the mud or not. Being a 
Millican desert lover, Denny elected 
not to ride, but “why don’t we drive 
out to the starting area and see what's 
happening?” We got there 20 minutes 
before the start and the MRA member 
in charge, Mike Ritchie, talked me 
into riding. Only 30 riders were signed 
up. 

A mass start was decided on, in a 
small meadow in the woods. Bikes 
were pointed the wrong way and riders 
were straddling the front wheel. Even 
with only 30 riders it got a little hairy. 
I had the misfortune of tangling with a 
young rider in a multi-rutted road. I 
passed a few riders, but the first few 
miles were gravel logging roads and 
I'm a little chicken about going WFO 
on them. Then we got into the fun 
stuff. Creek beds scattered with rocks 
and tight winding trails. A few hills 
were pretty tough for this writer (same 
age as Jack Benny and riding a 175cc). 
It’s amazing how one little root across 
the trail can stop your forward 
movement up a hill. I didn’t know how 
I was doing, but I felt real good when 
Denny told me at the end of lap one 
that I was in 12th place, up from 25th. 
I hadn't planned to stop at the end of 
lap one on this three-lap event on a 30- 
mile course, but my chain was 
squeaking and I was thirsty. Lubed the 
chain, drank some Gatorade, gassed 
my bike, and cleaned my glasses (blind 
without them) and no other riders 
showed up, so I charged off in a good 
mood. 

"On the second lap the mud was 
getting a little slick. Mud in the 
southern part of the state is not nearly 
as slick as the mud at Trask Mountain 
but I’m not a mud rider. Only fell 
once because of mud and that was on 
the “damned downhill.” About three- 
quarters through the lap I was 
wondering to myself, “I wonder if they 
will cut this to two laps because it is 
raining more now? No, these local 
guys are eating this stuff up.” On the 
last big hill before the start/finish 
area, I charge up in third gear, then 
second up on the pegs, losing power, 
shift into first, stuck the feet out to 
paddle and my left foot, clad in a 
worn-out Heckle boot, hung up on the 
bike and I fell over to the left because I 
couldn't stick my foot out. Then I 
either had to go down and try again or 
push. I elected to push and almost had 
a heart attack. 

When I came across the finish line 
to get my check and start the third lap, 
the man asked if I just finished my 
second lap. I said “yes” and he said “we 
cut it off at two laps.” Only 60 miles of 
riding, but I was glad to quit. I was 
bushed and had finished 11th overall 
(14 finished). Maybe I'll do better next 
time. It was a lot of fun and the 
sponsoring club (MRA) had laid out a 
fine course. ©

Texas Series MX 
Round Two: "Twas 
a mudder

HOUSTON, TX, APR. 29 

The second race of the four event 
Texas Series Motocross Cham- 
pionships, held today at Rio 
Bravo Park, went into the history 


books but left a dirty page in the 
process. Besides the obvious fact that 
today's mudrace cost Texas motocross 





fans a chance to view the best racing 
imaginable, featuring Texas’ finest 
motocrossers, a few other curves were 
thrown at those in contention for the 
state championships. Many of the 
riders elected not to participate, 
choosing instead to give up this 
weekend, as the rules allow the 
dropping of two motos and one 
overall. The kink in this theory is that 
riders encountering problems in the 
last two races will have no extra points 
to fall back on; such as those earned by 
the riders deciding to compete today. 
Therefore, many of the championship 
titles will ultimately revolve around 
the riders and the finishing points 
scored during Round Two. 











Many of those who did ride were 
plagued with moto breakdowns and 
finishing positions that did not reflect 
the strength they had demonstrated at 
the opening round at Lake Whitney. 
Houston area riders dominated their 
home track — they were 
understandably more familiar with the 
Rio Bravo circuit and how to traverse 
the sloppy terrain. 

Expert class winners were Billy Click 
in the Over-30 Expert; Glen Johnson 
in the 125cc class; Marvin Talbot in 
the 250cc class; and David Boles out- 
classed the Open Experts. 

David “Mork” Boles (Mai) exhibited 
the best racing skills of the day. Most 
of the riders in the Open Expert class 
were veteran performers and both 
motos were amazingly competitive, 
considering the conditions. Boles won 
the second moto and Kirk Spencer 
(Yam) the first, but neither was able to 
establish any sort of dominance as the 
next four riders behind them were 
never more than a few seconds apart. 
When it was all over Boles admitted 
that the racing had actually been fun 
and the track condition not nearly as 
bad as it looked. 


While the spectators looked at each 
other and asked, “Who is that guy?,” 
Martin Talbot brilliantly went about 
his business of winning the first 250cc 
Expert moto. At the finish, second 
place Danny Pennington wasn't even 
in sight of Talbot. In the final moto 
Talbot trailed Houston's Glen Johnson 
to the checkered but second was 
sufficient to claim the overall and 
valuable Texas Series points for the 
Carrollton, Texas Yamaha rider. 
Johnson, riding for the Howard 
Racing Team, suffered through the 
first moto when his Honda constantly 
missed from a wet plug. This allowed 
Pennington to move past for his fine 
showing the first moto. Though 
Johnson was in control of the finał 
moto, third płace in the first race cost 
him the overall. Dicky Turnbo

continued his assault on the champion- 
ship with a third overall but he did not 
appear comfortable in the mud. 

Glen Johnson (Howard Racing- 
Pasadena Kawasaki) roosted some 
Gulf Coast mud all over the 125cc 
Expert class easily winning both 
motos, and found himself in the lead 
for Texas Series points. A lot of 
Johnson's success resulted from the 
fact that he was able to find lines 
through the muck which avoided some 
of the treacherous ruts that had 
eliminated more than one rider. 
Finishing second and third overall 
were locals Greg Howard and Brad 
Burks. Both demonstrated exceptional 
ability to maneuver through traffic on 
a slick, one-line track. 

Billy Click (Hon) was so delighted 
about his good fortune that he 
screamed out his pleasure during the 
final lap of the Over-30 Expert class. 
Click, a two time GNC Astrodome 
Over-30 Champion, couldn’t catch 
Maico mounted Robert Hereford in 
moto one but on the first lap of moto 


two Hereford crashed in the mud and - 


Click waltzed by for the moto win and 
the overall. Ben Baxter, Jr. (Suz) put 
in a steady performance for second 
overall, Robert Hereford third; and 
Wyman Priddy (Hon) and Ernie 
Mitchell (Suz) had a few problems 
enroute to fourth and fifth. 

Houston hotshots John Pollard and 
Hunter Carruthers won the 125cc 
Intermediate classes A and B. Both 
had near flawless performances in the 
mud on their home track and neither 
were seriously challenged for the first 
overall positions. 





Chris Hipp rode a Yamaha through 
the slop for overall honors in the 250cc 
Intermediate class, scoring 2-1 moto 
scores. Tommy Cureton (Hon) won 
the first moto but dropped back 
considerably in moto two and ended 
up third overall. Tommy Hudson, 
who's consistency record over the past 
year is most admirable, finished 
second overall with 3-2 scores. 

Bob. “Superman” Pope did it again 
today, taking his Maico to the oveall in 
the Over-30 Junior class. The DeSoto, 
Texas resident repeated his Lake 
Whitney overall performance but the 
victory was even easier at Rio Bravo. 
“Superman” Pope proved to be a 
brilliant mud rider, much to the 
dismay of second overall Alan Davis 
and third place Keith Akins. 

Scott Buscanyi powered the Texas 
Yamaha YZ 400 to victory in the Open 
Intermediate class after demolishing 
his challengers in the second moto. 
Buscanyi employed his physical 
strength to muscle the big Yamaha 
through the mud. Second overall was 
Joe Balcum and third Kary Don 
Smith 

Houston locals swept the Minicycle 
classes. Their strength and track 
familiarity proved overwhelming. 
Angie Scott (Russell Allen Kawasaki), 
the defending 50cc Mini Mini 
Champion, was chased by Blake 
Garland and Scott Thomas 
throughout the two motos, but won 
both despite the strong challenges. 

It was much the same story in the 
Junior Minicycle class. Local ace Eddie 
Vreeland (Texas Yamaha) steamrolled 
to the second moto victory after taking

The AMA Grand National 
Championship/Winston Pro 
Series more or less comes up 
with an experiment in May with 
two first time National half mile races 
running back to back. Has it ever 
happened before? 

On Saturday night, May 19, the 
world’s best flat trackers move into 
Topeka, Kansas, for the first time and 
the following Saturday night, May 26, 
it’s again under the lights at Laurel, 
Maryland. 

Both tracks have been around for 
some time and both have run motor- 
cycle races in the past, albeit on a 
smaller level. 

Syracuse Mile promoter Don 
Brymer hosts the Topeka event. The 
facility has newer and larger grand- 
stands with a roof. The surface is good 
old Midwest clay and should be fast. 

With the addition of the Topeka 
race, which also has a couple of pro 
short track events running nearby 
before and after the 19th, this gives 
the Midwest two National half miles 
this year - the other taking place at Des 
Moines, lowa, three months later. 

These two events more or less have 
filled the gap left open with the depar- 
ture of the Oklahoma City half mile 
and the night half mile that was run in 
the Denver area last year. 

Louisville and Middletown run after 
the Laurel event, and Ascot runs 
before Topeka to give the pro circuit 
Experts five straight half mile events in 
a row. That also may be another first 
in AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship racing in recent years. 

While Brymer is a veteran promoter 
of AMA races such as Madison Square 
Garden, Atlanta, Long Beach and 
three locations in the Denver area. 
The Laurel promoters are getting 
their feet wet for the first time in the 
cycle race promotion game. 


Taylor White, who is best known as 
the sponsor of Daytona 200. winner 
Dale Singleton, is one half of the 
Maryland effort with former AMA 
Expert flat tracker turned cycle 
products salesman Denny Palmgren 
the other half. 

The Laurel race more or less re- 
places the annual Harrington, Dela- 
ware event, which is supposed to 
return to the slate in 1980. 

White and Palmgren got some rip- 
ples rolling in the promoter ranks 
when they came up with an offer to the 
AMA to pay a $25,000 purse for star- 
ters, making the Laurel race the 
highest first time dirt track purse ever 
offered! Only the Columbus half mile 
purse is higher this year. 

It would appear that these two first 
time rookie promoters really have their 








respective necks out a ways. But 
Laurel is reputed to be a first class 
racing plant with a fine grandstand 
that includes several restaurants and 
more than ample standing room for 
those that wait too long to get a seat 
under the roof. 


Laurel is also fairly close to Harring- 
ton, which found the crowds getting 
larger each year. So those that were 
accustomed to going to Harrington 
will certainly not find it difficult to 
head for Laurel, which sits between 
two giant metropolitan areas - Balti- 
more and Washington, DC. 


At this point in time Topeka is also 
hosting a Junior Invitational with the 
yellow plate riders being selected from 
those residing in the general surroun- 
ding area. 


Brymer did not come by the Topeka 
track with ease. Everything went 
smoothly as far as date, purse, track 
rent, etc., but an old skeleton that has 
haunted more than one promoter 
cropped up in April. 

It seems that somebody remem- 
bered a pro race that was held in 
nearby Hutchinson, Kansas, several 
years back. The bad boys showed up 
for that race and there were problems 
of the type that we are all familiar 
with. 

The panic button was hit in Topeka 
and it took a special meeting to insure 
that there would be a good race and 
insurance that no unwashed would 
create any problems. 

Therefore, it is only fair to report to 
any street riders who plan on riding to 
the Topeka event < be sure your 
machine is legal! Safe, quiet riding 
and beverage consumption only in the 
proper places will be a password to the 
hilt, so I am told. 


The police in the area are still sen- 
sitive about the Hutchinson affair, and 
most recently of a happening in 
Wichita that was not related to motor- 
cycles, but bad press nonetheless. 

By the time the riders get to Topeka 
and Laurel, fans can start getting a 
fairly strong indication of exactly who 
is going to be involved in the late going 
to be the high point half miler once 
again. 

Both events carry a next day rain 
date should nature not cgoperate. Of- 
ficial race headquarters in both places 
is the Holiday Inn. In Topeka it’s the 
Holiday Inn South; in Laurel it’s the 
Inn on Route 198. 

From what I have seen so far this 
year we have more riders of equal 
talent and racing machinery than ever 
before. Close racing is assured at both 
Topeka and Laurel.

GARDENA, CA, MAY 12 


Jay Springsteen and Steve Eklund replayed 
their classic fall "78 battle at Ascot, with Spring- 

steen charging ahead early and holding off the 
ever-advancing Eklund for the win. Instead of 


clinching another AMA Grand 
National Championship/ Winston 
Pro Series title however, the win 
marked the first step in a long 
climb back for Springer, who missed 
three races due to illness. 

“I'm feeling great!” said Jay after the 
win. He flew to California after 
checking out of a Michigan. hospital 
late in the week. His victory moved 
him to seventh in the point standings, 
but he still trails points leader Eklund 
by 42 points. Eklund leads his nearest 
competitor, Randy Goss, 75-51. 

Finishing third after a hectic battle 
late in the race was Hank Scott, who 


slipped by Goss, Corky Keener and 
Gary Scott on the last few laps. 

Springsteen's pace set a new track 
record of 7:31.84, knocking out Garth 
Brow's 7:32.83 fall '77 record by a 
second, in the J.C. Agajanian-promoted 
20-lap half mile. 


Time trials 

That Springer was in a hurry to get 
back in the fray was evident first in 
practice and then in time trials. He 
pulled fast time, a 22.31-second 
clocking on the Bill Werner-prepped 
factory Harley. Winds and 80-plus 
temperatures had dried the track 
somewhat so times were not close to 


the single-lap record. Rick Hocking 
was a hairsbreadth behind at 22.33. 
Garth Brow, who still holds the track 
record of 21.99, was timed at 22.39. 
Hank Scott rounded out the heat race 
polesitters at 22.54. Eklund qualified 
12th fastest. 


Heats 


Gary Scott (KK Supply/Sizemore 
Traveland H-D), Eklund (Zanotti- 
Castrol H-D) and Terry Poovey led the 
pack into the first turn of the first 
heat. Springsteen had other ideas and 
passed Eklund down the back straight 
and nailed Scott as they dived into 
turn three. Scott used the experience 
of recent weeks of racing here and 
went by Springer in the second turn. 
Scott wicked it on to lead the next 
seven laps as the front-running trio ran 
far ahead of the pack. 

Eklund brought his line down low 
through the corners, sometimes hitting 
the chalk boundary. It worked, and he 
took the lead from Scott through the 
first two corners. Springsteen did 
likewise a lap later and it was Eklund, 
Springsteen and Scott at the flag, for 
the transfers to the National. Randy 


Springer, Eklund rep! 


Goss and rookie Ronnie Jones finished 
4-5. Poovey DNF. 

A false start led to the red-flagging 
of the second heat. Before the restart, 
however, the battery in Steve 
Morehead's factory Harley-Davidson 
died, and no amount of pushing would 
start the machine. Brad Hurst took the 
lead while second-year Expert sensa- 
tion Ricky Graham slid out in turn 
two. The race was not stopped, good 
news to Corky Keener, who had come 
up with the lead. Rookie Mike Minnig 
(Don Tortorelli H-D), Hurst (Wayne 
Hall/KRW/Lectron H-D) and Rick 
Hocking (Chris Armstrong H-D) 
bickered over second. Soon that 
argument had been decided in the 
rookie's favor.

Scott Pearson executed as quick a 
start as can be made and still be called 
legal. Springsteen also got a good start 
and was second with 19 laps 
remaining. Mike Minnig, Eklund, 
Keener and Brow (who discovered just 
prior to the National that he didn't 
have a rear brake) were next. 

Springsteen aced Pearson for the 
lead diving into turn one, and started 
to pull a large gap. Eklund passed the 
rookie, Minnig, for third down the 
back straight. 

While he was building his lead, 
someone put a clock on Springer's 
third lap, and the National champ 
rounded the course in 22.15 seconds, 
better than his qualifying time. 

Eklund took over second place on 
the fourth lap, but he had a long way 
to go to catch the leader. Pearson was 
third, and Keener and Gary Scott had 
passed Minnig. 

Eklund was closing on Springsteen, 
though slowly. He had abandoned his 
inside lines: "I was with them on the 
outside, but when I tried the inside 
line, I lost all kinds of time.” 

Keener wedged himself past Pearson 
for third. Randy Goss was up from his 
second row start to engage the leaders, 
and soon after, so was Hank Scott. 

At the midway point, the order 
read: Springsteen, Eklund, Keener, 
Goss, Pearson, Gary Scott and Hank 
Scott. In his attempt to close on the 
leader, Eklund had pulled well clear of 
the rest of the pack, on the Jim 
Belland/Craig Filmer-tuned machine. 

By the 15th lap, Eklund was in 
striking distance of Springsteen, who 
had looked back and knew that Steve 
was coming. But once Eklund had 
closed to within five to seven bike- 
lengths, he couldn't seem to close any 
further. 

Changes were taking place behind 
them. Goss took over for Keener in 
third place, with Hank Scott, Gary 
Scott, Pearson and Ted Boody 
comprising the rest of the top eight. 

In a furious drive in the final two 
laps, Hank Scott went past Keener and 
Goss to take third at the wave of Bob 
Malley's checkered flag, though quite 
a distance behind Springsteen and 
Eklund. “I didn't get too good of a 
start. They're lucky I didn't, because 
the rear tire (a Goodyear) was working 
really good,” said Hank on the victory 
stand. 

Behind Hank Scott and rounding 
out the top 10 were: Goss, Keener, 
Gary Scott, Pearson, Boody, Hocking 
and Brow. The three rookies (the most 
to qualify for a National this year) and 
Mike Kidd made up the rest of the 
finishers in this order: Minnig, Kidd, 
Parker and Robinson. e

Roberts recovers, scores 


win at Salzburgring

SALZBURGRING, AUSTRIA, APR. 29 


Yamaha’s Kenny Roberts confounded all 
those who said he would take time to recover 
from the injuries he received in his pre-season 
crash in Japan, when he destroyed the opposi- 


tion to win the 500cc race in the 
Austrian GP. 

Arch rival, Barry Sheene, had 
a disastrous day. His Suzuki 
developed a front brake fault on the 
warm-up lap, and in the race he slip- 
ped farther and farther back after a 
slick start to finish twelfth, out of the 
points. 

The man who put the pressure on 
Roberts was Italian Virginio Ferrari 
(Suzuki), who might well have given 
Kenny an even tougher time had his 
front tire, an intermediate instead of a 
slick, not started to overheat and slide 
in the closing stages of the 45 lap race. 

Even so, he finished only six seconds 
behind the sensational American, and 
the runnerup spot took his World 


Championship points tally to 24 to 


carry him into the title lead. 


Kenny was more than just im- 
ressive. His lay-off did not appear to 
ave affected his confidence or ability, 

and while his rivals faced the elements 
of Saturday, when snow, rain and mist 
delayed practice for four hours and 
turned the track into a skid pan, he 
calmly drove into Salzburg to go 
shopping! 

“I felt stiff when I got off the bike, 
but during the race everything was 
fine. I had no problems at all,” said 
Kenny, cool, calm and collected after 
his one-man Yamaha show. 

Roberts’ only hope of Yamaha 
mounted assistance after Frenchman 
Christian Sarron had been advised by 
his doctor not to race the factory 
mount following his Brands crash was 
Johnny Cecotto, who had been fastest 
in Friday's dry test session. The Vene- 
zuelan made a bad start, though, and

on the twelfth lap, when lying sixth, he 
crashed at the chicane, bringing down 
Giovanni Rolando (Suzuki). In the 
tumble Cecotto injured his knee, but 
Rolando was unhurt. 

Third home was Dutchman Wil 
Hartog (Suzuki), looking none the 
worse for his crash earlier in the year 
when he broke an arm. More Suzuki 
works machinery, ridden by Tom 
Herron and factory, tester Hiroyuko 
Kawasaki, filled fourth and fifth 

laces. Herron, almost fully fit after 

is Easter crash, had a real ding-dong 
scrap with the Japanese newcomer and 
was only 1 seconds ahead at the flag 
and barely 244 seconds down on the 
slowing Hartog. 

Privateer Franco Uncini (Suzuki) 
beat Steve Parrish (Suzuki) home for 
sixth płace. 

A face-full of petrol 14 laps into the 
$50cc race robbed Jon Ekerold 
(Yamaha) of his chance of beating 
reigning World Champion Kork 
Ballington (Kawasaki). 

Up until that moment, when Jon 
flipped open the petrol cap after the 
breather pipe had become blocked, it 
looked as though the result would be 
in doubt until the final sprint to the 
finishing line. 

It was Ekerold who had been out 
front, after ousting quick starting 


Chas Mortimer (Yamaha) from num- 
ber one spot, only to be caught by 
fellow South African Ballington on the 
eleventh lap. 

But even when the Kawasaki ace 
went ahead, Ekerold refused to admit 
defeat and was glued to Kork's rear 
tire. But when Jon’s fuel problems 
started, the invisible towrope snapped, 
and try as he might, he could not get 
back on equal terms. 

And how he tried! By the end of the 
race his right knee was raw and 
bleeding where the leathers had worn 
through as he cornered on the limit. 
With eyes red and watering from the 
fuel that had splashed up, Ekerold 
finish 22 seconds down on Ballington. 
Third home was Anton Mang on an- 
other factory Kawasaki. 

He had made a sluggish start, but 
passed both Swiss ace Michel Frutshci 
(Yamaha) and little Carlos Lavado on 
the Venemotos Yamaha in the closing 
stages. Frutschi had to be content with 
fourth place, but unlucky Lavado, 
winner at San Carlos in March, took a 
tumble at the chicane in the final lap 
and was whipped to the hospital after 
being roughly manhandled off the 
track with a broken leg. 

Lavado’s teammate Walter Villa 
was fifth, only a fraction of a second 
clear of Frenchman Patrick Fernandez

(Yamaha) who, after his part in the 
big Salzburgring crash in 1977, was 
understandably a little wary of taking 
any chances. 

„Seventh, thanks to Lavado's gym- 
nastics, was Edi Stollinger on a 
Kawasaki, heading home his race-long 
rival Patrick Pons (Yahama) and Vic 
Soussan on George Beale's Yamaha. 

But the drama of the race was not 
yet over. Young Ekerold, disturbed at 
rumours that the winning Kawasaki 
might be using something other than 
standard fuel, slapped in'a protest just 
as he had warned the factory people he 
would. before the race even began. 

"I am not trying to take Kork's poin- 
ts away just for the sake of the points. I 
want them to find out once and for all 
if.the rumours about the fuel are right. 
1f protesting means losing friends in 
the paddock, well that's too bad. I 
simply want to know the truth,” said 
Jon. 

The protest was rejected by the jury 
even though the Kawasaki had, by a 
sad coincidence, failed to have been 

` parked in the technical enclosure after 
the race. 

The FIM official decided that that 
was as much the organizers’ fault as 
the factory team's, and by then it was 
too late the check the fuel. 

The sidecar races failed to match 
the entertainment of the solo battles. 
As expected, the additional World 
Championship for the latest sidecar 
creations, inspired by the early Seymaz 
and Beo, was a damp squid despite a 
close tussle between Rolf Biland in his 
latest LCR Yamaha car-like outfit, 
and Alan Michel's new Seymaz. 

Biland went on to win the race, 
which attracted only 14 starters, after 
Michel's outfit broke a piston in the 
closing stages, letting Bruno Hozer, on 
a similar outfit to Biland’s, take run- 
nerup spot. 

Later in the day hopes of a rare 
British sidecar victory in the conven- 
tional sidecar race ended just a few 
laps from home when Dick Greasley 











broke a piston on his Busch- Yamaha. 
His departure let Swede Gote Brodin 
(Yamaha) into number one spot, well 
clear of a hectic dice between Siegfried 
Schauzu (Yamaha) and Rolf Stein- 
hausen (Yamaha). 

Jock Taylor looked a good bet for a 
top six place using last year’s Windle 
outfit until the rear hub broke. 

In the 125cc race Clive Horton, 
Britain's sole representative, saw his 
hopes of Championship points fizzle 
out when his Morbidelli mysteriously 
slowed, dropping him to fourteenth 
place. Out front Spaniard Angel Nieto 
(Minarelli) beat Austrian hero i 
Bartol (Morbedelli).

Cecotto shatters Brands Hatch lap record

BRANDS HATCH, ENGLAND, APR. 22 


In record breaking form Johnny Cecotto 
blasted his way to a 30-point maximum in the 
British round of the Formula 750cc World 
Championship at Brands Hatch. 


Venezuelan Cecotto took the 
Venemotos Yamaha to easy wins 
in both championship legs at 
the Kent track - a “Beat me if 
you can” message to all his champion- 
ship rivals. 

And now the 1978 F750 champ has 
a 24-point lead in the title chase from 
his nearest challenger, Frenchman 
Christian Sarron (750 Yamaha) - who 
crashed heavily in the second leg and 
was taken to the hospital with a badly 
injured neck. 

The race had to be stopped for half 
an hour after Sarron’s crash at the 
start to Clearways bend while the 
Frenchman was moved and the re-run 
shortened race was undoubtedly the 
best of the day, with a duel between 
Cecotto and American Mike Baldwin 
on the Serge-Zago sponsored Yamaha. 

Baldwin was the only man who 
looked as though he could challenge 
Cecotto all day. He chased the South 
American hard in the first leg and 
passed him in the second. Cecotto re- 
passed Baldwin and then broke the ab- 


solute lap record for the GP circuit in 
his efforts to pull away. 

The new record now stands at 1 
min., 34.2 sec., 99.88 mph, two tenths 
of a second faster than the old best set 
by Kenny Roberts at the same meeting 
last year. 

But Baldwin’s hopes of either 
beating the flying Cecotto or finishing 
runner-up after the two legs were 
dashed when he had to retire ten laps 
from the end of the first leg while 
holding a comfortable runner-up spot. 
A rear sprocket bolt on his Yamaha 
had come loose and caught on the 
swinging arm. 

While the pace was hot at the front 
of the field, British interest was cen- 
tered on Match Race teamster Keith 
Huewen (750 Yamaha) and Chris Guy, 
20-year-old addition to the Mel Carter 


‘Pharoah Yamaha stable. 


Huewen, riding in easily the longest 
race of his career, was in superb form. 
In the first leg he held an early spot 
with the leaders before settling for a 
long battle with Swiss rider Michel 
Frutschi (750 Yamaha) - third overall - 


Greg Hansford and Chris Guy. He 
finally finished sixth, with Guy one 
place behind. 

In the second leg Guy retired early 
on, but Huewen had another epic bat- 
tle with Boet van Dulman (750 
Yamaha) and Finn Markku Mati- 
kaenen (750 Yamaha). He finally 
finished in ninth place to easily take 
the 500 pounds awarded to the best 
British rider. 

Dave Potter was the strongest 
challenger for that title, but his hopes 
disappeared when he retired halfway 
through the first leg with a mysterious 
engine problem. But in the second leg 
he was sixth after giving best to Gregg 
Hansford and Michel Frutschi only 
when his shoulder, injured at the 
Donington Park International, began 
to give trouble. 

The Austrailian Kawasaki teamster 
rode a lonely first leg chasing Christian 
Sarron and Matikaenen, but in the 
second he was invovled in the Potter- 
Frutschi battle that kept the small 
crowd on their toes. 

Baldwin led from the start of the fir- 
st race. For the first three laps the 
American tried all he knew to open up 


` a wide enough safeguard between him 


and the chasing pack, but to no avail. 
Cecotto, starting slowly to warm his 
tires, passed Patrick Pons first and 
then closed on the American, taking 
the lead at the end of the fourth cir- 
cuit. From then on he pulled further 
and further away. 

Baldwin was pushed by Pons for six 
laps. But the Sonauto Galoises man 


fell on Bottom bend on the tenth lap 
and was concussed badly enough not 
to take any further part in the day's 
racing. That left Sarron to take over 
third spot after he had shaken off 
Hansford. 

But all the whiłe Matikaenen, who 
had been fourth fastest in practice, 
was closing. He was tenth at the end of 
the first five laps, but closed on the 
leaders until, when Cecotto and Bald- 
win had to pit for fuel, he moved into 
contention. 

Gambling that he wouldn't need to 
refuel, Matikaenen was ideally placed 
to take second position when Baldwin 
retired, but he was unable to close fur- 
ther on Cecotto because of gearbox 
problems. 

Cecotto was well in front with Bald- 
win chasing when the second leg had 
to be stopped. From the restart it was a 
different story. Baldwin never let 
Cecotto out of his sights - he passed 
him under braking for Druids and led 
for a lap before Cecotto fought — 
with his record laps.

Buckler upsets 
Vance in NHRA 
Cajun Nationals 
Pro Stock

BATON ROUGE, LA, MAY 2 


For the second consecutive National Hot Rod 
Association National Championship event, 
Kawasaki-mounted Wayne Buckler claimed 
the top honors in the Pro Stock Motorcycle 


Eliminator race when he upset 
pre-race favorite Terry Vance in 
the final round in the rain-delayed 
NHRA Cajun Nationals drag 
races at State Capitol Dragway before 
a capacity crowd. 

Buckler, the 29-year-old owner of 
C&W Cycle Works in Fort Myers, FL, 
captured the NHRA Gatornationals 
title last March in Gainesville, FL. He 
rode his 1976 Kawasaki Z-1 past Vance 
at Baton Rouge to make it two-in-a- 
row and established himself as the 
dominant figure in the Pro Stock 


category. 

In the final round, Buckler 
recorded a quarter-mile clocking of 
9.48 seconds at a top speed of 140.62 
miles per hour to defeat Vance, the 
number one qualifier who broke his 
Suzuki and coasted through the finish 
line lights at 13.83 seconds and only 
58.63 mph. 

Vance, the veteran rider from La 
Palma, CA, and former Pro Stock 
World Champion, had dominated the 
motorcycle action prior to the final 
round. The 25-year-old general 
manager of R.C. Engineering in

- Gardena, CA recorded times of 9.16, 


9.23 and 9.21 before his '79 Suzuki 
GS-1000 broke a carburetor plate in 
the finale. 

Terry held a sizable advantage 
following qualifications at the 
Louisiana classic as he sizzled the 
pavement with a 9.16 second timing at 
a top speed of 145.61 mph. Trailing 
Vance in the Pro Stock bike lineup 
were Buckler at 9.36, 141.06, Bob 
Carpenter of Cornwell Heights, PA at 
9.40, 140.40, Ron Collis of 
Bradenton, FL, at 9.60, 136.77, Chip 
Solley of Pompano Beach, FL, at 9.62, 
135.74, John Gibbs of Shreveport, LA, 
at 9.71, 136.33, and Butch Pace of 
Edwardsville, IL, at 9.97, 138.63. 

In the opening round of 
competition, Vance received a bye run 
as the Low Qualifier of the meet, but 
Terry didn’t hold back in the least 
with a strong performance of 9.23 at 
146.34 mph. The current Top Speed 
national record holder looked to be on 
his way to his first NHRA National 
event victory of the season with his first 
run of the night. 

Current Elapsed Time national 
record holder (9.13) Bob Carpenter 
piloted his Kawasaki Z-1 to victory over 
Suzuki-mounted John Gibbs in a first 
round matchup, as Carpenter clocked 
a superb 9.29 at 142.63 with his CM 
Performance Products-sponsored 
machine to Gibbs’ 9.57 at 136.77 
mph. Buckler started his march to the 
winner's circle by A: single run 
of 9.56 at 140.86 when his opponent, 
Chip Solley, couldn'tfire his Kawasaki 
for the first round of racing. 

Rounding out the opening round 
was Butch Pace and his Kawasaki 
taking the victory over Ron Collis, also 
aboard a Kawasaki, with a reading of 
9.59 seconds at 139.31 to Collis' 9.74 
at 136.77. 


The classic confrontation between 
the two national record holders proved 
to be the highlight of the semi-finals at 
the Cajun Nationals in Pro Stock Bike, 
as Vance and Carpenter squared off to 
see who would advance to the final, 
The pair didn't disappoint the record- 
setting crowd either, as Terry defeated 
Bob in one of the closest races ever in 
NHRA Pro Stock competition. Vance 
rode his Suzuki to a time of 9.21 at 
145.86 to edge Carpenter's Kawasaki 
at the finish line and move into the 
final round. Carpenter's clocking was 
a very respectable 9.31 at 141.95 mph: 

In the other semi-final matchup, 
Buckler defeated Pace when the latter 
red-lighted off the starting line: 
Buckler still managed a time of 9.46 at 
140.63 to Pace's 9.77 at 136.98 mph. 


Vance looked to be the obvious 
favorite entering the final round, but 
mechanical problems once again cost 
him the championship. Vance had 
suffered bike trouble at the 
Gatornationals after setting a new 
national record in qualifying. 

Buckler piloted his Kawasaki 
through the speed traps for his second 
straight triumph of the 1979 
campaign, and Vance had to settle for 
the runner-up slot. 

The Pro Stock Motorcycle competi- 
tion will return to the NHRA Winston 
World Championship Drag Racing 
Series on July 12-15 in Englishtown; 
NJ, for the 10th annual 
Summernationals at Raceway Park. 


Other motorcycle action on the 
NHRA circuit for 1979 will include 
the exciting Top Fuel and Pro Stock 
categories at the 25th annual U.S: 
Nationals at Indianapolis on Aug. 29- 
Sept. 3, and Top Fuel competition at 
the 15th annual Winston World Finals 
at Ontario, CA, on October 5-7. ©

Wise old biker 

It isn’t where you go, but how 
yeu're going that puts the plea- 
sure in road riding. I've met 
most of my best biking experi- 
ences by accident along the way (Tve 
met some of my accidents by accident 
too, but that's another subject). 

I plan to live to be a wise old biker. 
Most of my wisdom came from the 
School of Hard Knox (always put your 
kickstand up before riding, etc.) Some 
of it I learned reading books (a 
motorcycle is a coupled caster, etc.) 
and some of it was told to me by old 
timers (cross up to turn suddenly, 
etc.). Some of my survival must have 
' been instinctive. Nobody suggested 
that I use cars for cover or slow down 
for intersections, that just natural self- 
preservation. Dirt riding taught me a 
lot (School of Soft Knox) and road 
racing taught me how to use both 
brakes hard (School of Long Slides). 

Racing also taught me a lot of 
things that are wrong on the public 
road. The right racing line onto a 
curve may be suddenly interrupted by 
an Other Vehicle. Bambi may have 
squatted recently right on your 
maximum braking point. Laying it 
down may stop you sooner in the dirt, 
but tires usually grip better on 
pavement than fiberglass and steel. 

Someday I'd like to see a kind of 
Link Trainer available for street riders 
to give us the experience of safe 
accident avoidance without all the risk 
of the real thing. If they can check out 
jet pilots in Link Trainers, why not us 
crotch rocket argonauts?
